Eell or Marconi, of what a wonderful tiling it is to de~- 
velop these routes for the good of men, like Mr. Vail has, 
done.

and secure. Is there anything more important in life 
than doing this? 


The continents have been brought together by the! 


"roads" over which informal ion can be msrantly sent 
so that for the purposes of world knowledge there is no 
more sea. By t he improvements in the methods of trans 
porting information and physical burdens as well, the | 
civilized parts of the world are being transformed into 
brotherhoods and neighborhoods, the end? of the journey 
are being brought together. 
Townships have become 


local communities. 
The poorest farmer in the remotest 


territory is being placed upon a highway that starts 
somewhere and that leads somewhere, and nothing bet-, 
ter can be done for him or his. 


It is worth a life'r toil to build a road over which 


future generations shall travel, to their own material and i 
moral welfare. By discovering, or constructing, or 
clearing, or rendering safe such a highway as this, our 
boy and girl can speed more swiftly to higher standards 
of material and social well being than we have reached, 
and with all of the boys and girls everywhere traveling,' 
bimilar routes we shall have a higher and better c i \ i l - , 
ization tomorrow than today.

The road builder is the maker of civilization and a-, 


democracy necessarily depends upon the distribution oi't 
information of material benefits and of opportunity, so! 
are the road buUders building for democracy, yes,"it it 
worth a life's effort.
